draft stores aro doing, A gentleman who 
was in Providenoe a few days BRO, tells 
tho Buffalo Express tUat ou Saturday 
night last in Providence, he mot ou bis 
way to his lodgings four very drunken 
men raakiug their unmolobtod but tortu- 
ous way homeward, and an acqunintance 
said that being farther down town later 
'n the evening he saw probably fifty like 
afflicted, who 
had. 
apparently been 


turned out in gangs when tho dives 
clostd for the night. Tho same aeiiuamt- 
anoe related that on Sunday morning he 
betook himself to a drugstore in o su- 
burban neighborhood where he lived, 
thinking that the friendly druggist might 
bo willing tj furnish a care for his thirst, 
Whut was his surprise to find fifty or 
more men formed in a cue and taking 
turns at getting their prescriptions filled. 
Each prescription was for whisky, and 
after it was filled the little paper was 
handed back to'the patient—to bo used 
over again. 


In 1882 a liquor license iu Chicago cost 


S52, and the number ot lioonses issued 
WSB 3,919. In 18S3 the price of a licenBb 
was raised to S103, acd tue number o' 
lioenaee fell to 8,717, making a decrease 
ot 202. Since that time the high license 
law bafl been in force, and the price ot 
a license bas been $300, and the number 
ot licenses issued has beeu, in 1SS4,3,SOfl; 
in 1S8S, 8,705; and in 1886,3,010, showing 
a decrease ot about 100 selooua every 
year sinoo the 
Erst 
year the law 


wont into force, and this while the 
population of the oity was increasing at 
tho rate ot 50,000 a your. Meanwhile the 
revanne derived by the oity from this 
source baa increased from 8195,490 in 
1882, to 8385,801 in 1883, to 81,369,655 in 
1889 and tD 81,721,474 in 1885. The effect 
h&s been to close up tho docgeries, 
especially in the thinly populated dis- 
tricts, to draw the business in somewhat 
toward the center of the city, and.to put 
it into the htmds of more responsible 
parties. There has been a corresponding 
'mprovennntm the good order ot the 
oity, and the political influence ot Iho 
saloonkeepers, in the aggregate has been 
reduced. That is what high license hes 
done for "the wickedest city in America." 


The supreme court ot Minnesota re- 


cently decided that a charge for com- 
mission on a loan ct money, under pro- 
tense of taking pay as the agent ol others 
was » raero cover for usury. -The case 
was that of a poor%oman of Minneapolis 
who was obliged to borrow money. She 
gave her note to a loan agent for SJ125> 
payable in a month, and obtained from 
Sim that sum lass 81.04 for interest at 
the rate of 10 per cent a year, and Jefio 
SG.47 as commission.

At the end of the second 
month she was still unable to pay. and 
rather than sajri&ce the household poods 
which were mortgaged to secure the 
debt, she paid &7.60 again to gam another 
month's time. The facts coming to the 
knowledge of a benevolent person, bo 
assumed the trouble aud cost of oortost- 
ng the woman's rights, and the district 
court gave judgment m favor ot tho loan 
agent. On an appeal to the supreme 
court the judgment was reversed. 


The Baldwin Locomotive worhs, Phil- 


adelphia, have just completed and ship- 
ped engine [numbered 8,000, The first 
.ooomotive built at these worts was 
.turned out in December, 1832, and it took 
;wenty yaars, until November, 1852, to 
build 500 engines. The second 500 wore 
bnilt in eight years, number 1,000 being 
JnishwJ in February, I860. The next eii 
years saw the [third 500 built, number 
1,500 leaving the shop [July, I860, The 
'ourth 500 were built in three [years, and 
the sixth and seventh COO each in ono 
year, engine No. 3,500 leaving November 
10, 1873.

Then trade improved 
500 engines being built in fifteen months 
aod 1.000 more engines in twenty-two 
months, while 500 more engines were fln 
ished in ten months, number 6,500 leav- 
ing December 6,1882, and marking a halt 
century for the".works. The next eicbt 
months saw 500 [more bruit,. and before 
the close of 1884 number 7,500 was turn- 
ed out. Work has again shokoned, and 
nineteen monthi were 'required for tho 
final 500 locomotives, number 8.000 hav- 
ing just left the establishment.

•'I think the administration is gaining in 


strength," continued tho ex-senator. * * * 
HQ [Cleveland] i.s the master spirit of tho 
administration. 1 think that any member 
oC his olllcial family, from the cabinet 
down, -who would entertain or bo governed 
in his actions by any opposition to the 
policy o* tho president would bo very soon 
called upon to resign. I know of no cose 
\thoro any prominent member of tho party 
has oven beeu accused of endeavoring to 
rarry out any policy adverse to that of tho 
president." 


''How do the Democrats in your *taw re- 


gard tho civil service?" 


"Tho Democrats of Indiana are not in

Sherman Tolls Why Ho Thinks au I"- 


vcHtlKatlou Should Be Una—A Kun- 
nlnc DoliaCo ivlth tho Blaclc Kiiele "I 
nilnols—A Couple o( Bi-onil Ulntu to 
1'ayno—Capital CulHngs. 


TVASmxGTON- ClTT, July 2a—Nearly tho 


wbolo oC Thursday ivas consumed by the 
sonato in discussion on tho Fayno casu. 
Toller continued bis speech bosun Wednos- 
day. Ho doclnrod that tho chw(jos woro 
nowspapor churgos; tbat tho newspapers, 
onrogad by thoir dstcat, in tho dotout ot 
Pondlston, had mado tho charges, although, 
when brought before the legislative com- 
mittee, not one oJ them had presented n 
particle of ovidonco to sustain them. Ho 
was satisfied that thoro was nothing in tho 
case. 


Sherman thon called Sawoll to tho chair 


and addressed the senate. Ho said ho roso 
to perform tho most disagreeable duty ot 
his life. 
Ho had known his colleague for 


years as an honorable man, and believed 
him personally Innocent of any wrong in 
this matter. Ho believed also that an In- 
vestigation would provo his coll«aguo en- 
tirely froo from a shadow of taint 
Neither 


did ho have any sympathy lor tho attacks 
made by newspapers upon Lo2an, Toller 
and Evarts, but thought Logan had not 
acted wisely in noticing them. Public men 
should not expect better treatment from tho 
press. But there was o.profound conviction 
among tho people o£ Ohio that—without tho 
knowledge oJ Payne—grovo frauds had 
been committed in his oloctlon, and tho evi- 
dence before tho sonato was sufficient to put 
It upon Inquiry. 


Ho had hoped that the senator [Payne] 


•would have demanded an investigation, but 
supposed his colleague had foltthat while ho 
himself was not Warned, ho ought not to 
compel an investigation of his friends. 


Logan—It is not :i fact that It Mr. Payne 


can not lw Implicated (ho being tho only 
person over whom wo have jurisdiction), 
and if other persona have violated tho law, 
over whom wo have no jurisdiction, that it 
18 tao duty of tho state o! Ohio, and not of 
tho senate o! tho United States, to prosecute 
them for it. 


Sherman—I intend to como to that, 
Tho 


controversy is whether enough members ot 
tho Ohio legislature have boon corrupted 
to poison this election. Tbo senator asks 
why wo have not indicted men in Ohio it 
they have committed crimo In those elec- 
tion matters. To that I reply that wo have 
sent nioro men to tho penitentiary for crim- 
inal oflonso'azamst' tho oloctivo franchise 
within tho lust two or throe years than 
Illinois has done—and she has done nobly. 


Logan—You have not sent any in this case, 
Sherman—iN'ot in this case. Whore would 


wo find a bill of indictment! 


Logan—Tho senator asks whuro tho in- 


dictments should bo found. I will toil him. 
In Colunibus, tho capital oE tho atuto of 
Ohio, whoro it Is charged that certain 
persons committed olTensos of this kind. 
Indictments should be found by tho grand 
jury thoro and the courts there can try 
those mou and convict them if they have 
boon guilty oC these offenses. 


Sherman—"Would 111} friend say that this 


sonato can not investigate charges against a 
member of the body unless tho person ac- 
cused had first boon convicted before a jury 
o£ twelve men; 


Logan—No; that is not tho point. Tho 


senator cnu not got away from tho point in 
that manner. You say that your colleague 
ie not guilty (over -whom wo have jurisdic- 
tion}, but that others are cuilty (over whom 


•o havo no jurisdiction). If so, it is tho 


duty ot your stato to indict, prosecute, 
and punish them. 


Sherman—Tho constitution of tho United 


States, to which wo havo all sworn alle- 
giance, declares tbat tbo sonato shall bo tho 
judge of tho election of its own members. 


Logan—Certainly. 
Sberman—"When a great state of 3,000,000 


of pcoplo comes horo through its organs and 
assorts its belief that the election of a United 
States senator has booi, tainted with fraud 
and corruption, it 
-wii not do for tho sen- 


ate, or for u member of tho committee on 
privileges and elections to say, "Wo do noi 
believe that you havo shown evidence 
enough. You havo not convicted the roscab 
who participated in tbis offonso." 
My 


frl«nd from Illinois complained of Injustice. 
Well, I think that injustice was douo him. 
1 sympathize with him heartily. I would 
liko to quote somo papers to show that othor 
injustice was done. What was tho necessity 
of tho senator from Illinois showing that 
Hale toad- 


Logan [interrupting]—Why doos tho sena- 


tor quote these papers 'n order to got an in- 
vestigation! If he saj 
that I ought not 


to have quoted uowspr >ors here, I roply to 
him that it is on tho resolutions oi these 
newspapers that ho now bases bis argument, 
or part of it. 


Sherman—I have not yet quoted from 


newspapers. Whan I do, tho senator may 
say so, 1 have quoted the opinions of ei 
itors oC newspapers who mot togethar and 
passed resolutions expressing their opinion* 
in this matter. 


Logan—Exactly, 
Sherman—Is not that opinion worth some- 


thing 


Logan -Nobody denies it But if tho sen- 


ator criticises me for quoting nowspaper.-s, 
tho same criticism applies to him. 


Sherman—1 do not critlpiso him. I think 


that injustice was done to him by Murat 
Halstead, but he has attacked everybody. 
Ho has attacked Grant, and ho has atuackod 
the senator from Illinois and myself. 
But 


is it'the petition of Murat Halstoad that 
tho senate is askod to act upon? No, sir. 
It Is tho petition oC sixty-eight of tho lead- 
ing nowspapor editors o£ Ohio, nearly every 
ono ot whom is a warm friend to tbo sena- 
tor from Illinois, 


Logan—I have no complaint to mako 


about those oditors and have not mado any 
complaint about them. But it is a more 
request by theso men. They do not furnish 
any ovidonco. They do not give tho name 
o£ any man who knows anything on tho 
subject 
They do not present any facts, 


but merely request that tho senate shall do 
something. 


Sherman—I havo merely presented it to 


show that this is notii narrow fooling easily 
•mothered, and that the refusal to investi- 
gate will not oxtincuisb it. It must havo 
been a very strong fooling that induced Gon. 
Kennedy, ono of tho bravest and truest ai 1- 
diers of the war, to write that letter to tho 
senator from Illinois (which -was read yes- 
terday)—his comrade and friend. 
It must 


havo been a strong fooling that -would ia- 
duce (Sen. Kennedy, tbo lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Ohio, a man of character and con- 
science and honor and courage, to state 
theso things to his fellow-soldier and friend. 
That is an ovideuco of tbo strong feeling 
that prevails. 


Sherman Trent on to say that It was • 


case in which half the population of a 
great stato wns moved with tho fear that 
tha ballot had boon corrupted, and replying 
to a remark of Teller, added that the sonato 
could never bo so high that tho petition of 
tho humblest citizen should not bo received 
with respoct. Ho then spoke of Logan as 
fearing that ho was going to road news- 
paper extracts. 


Logan [Interrupting]—I want tb» senator 


to kea? within proper bounds. Why doas 
ho say that I "fear" bo would rcai newspa- 
per extracts! What right lias ho to say that; 
Ho con road the Bible if ho wants to. If ho 
has over road the Biblo hs may road it 
again. 


Sherman—That is very stalo wit 
Logan-I know It is. But it is the only 


kind of wit that suits tho occasion. 


Sherman—I was justified in making the 


remark I did, but I suppose that my friend 
probably thought I was going to read all 
tho nowspapor extracts. 


Logan—Your can road them if you want 


to. I havo no objection. 


Sherman—I know I can, without asking 


the senator's cement. But I do not propose 
to read them. They aro horo in this public 
document—aud are not one-half of tho 
utterances made by tho Democratic uows- 
pnjxjrs after tho election. . 


3-riE3n tcori saSl"Eo had a letter from 


Alton G. Thurman. "Ho was asked" said 
Sherman, "his opinion by tho oditor of Tho 
Times, and ho stepped to tho table, called 
for paper, and ivrote a note In which ho 
uses theso -words: '1 havo nothing against j 
either of the candidates. My personal re- 
lations with each of thorn have been always 
friendly and ploasant 
But thoro is some- 


thing that shocks mo in tho idea of mon 
liko Pendloton and Ward being defeated by 
tho combination against them of personal 
hatred and overgrown wealth.' " 


Continuing Sherman said ho could nsmo 


ball a dozen men, -who, if brought before ;i 
sonato cocxmitteo, could sottlo tho matter 
for good, and proceedod: "This is no party 
attack. We have no dosiro to see our 
Democratic friends tainted -wi'.b anything 
wrong, because I know that most oC the 
Democrats of Ohio nra as honest and truo 
and faithful to the obligations of honor and 
duty as any othor portion of tho people of 
the United Status. All that can bo reason- 
ably asked by my colleague is an opportun- 
ity by which those men -whoso names aro 
hero can bo brought horo to testify." 


In conclusion, Sherman said, "I have now 


performed a duty to my state, and especi- 
ally to tho party that I represent bora All 
that I can say to you * * * is that wo 
btliovo (and mainly on statements made by 
Democratic oditors and Democratic citi- 
zens) thoro mis been fraud and corruption 
in the election of my colleague. That is 
tho belief generally hold in tho state or Ohio, 
and wo ask you to maka such inquiry as 
will satisfy your conscience whethor that 
charge is true or falso. If it is truo, you 
alone aro judges. If it is false, you can 
not punish tho men who started those out- 
rages, but you caa vindicate tho mon who 
havo been unjustly accused. 
In any view 


that I can take of it, I believe that it is tho 
duty o£ tho senate of tho Unltod States 
* * * not to leave this matter in Its 
present condition * * 
*' but that you 


should have a fair, full ami Judicial investi- 
gation Into tho merits of tho accusation. It 
tlio charges are false, stamps those mon with 
the brand of ignominy. 
If they aro truo, 


deal with tho facts provon as you shall 
think just and right." 


1'ryo declared that If tho sonato neg- 


lected to invcfitigata this matter it waa tbo 
senate that required 
vindication. 
Tho 


question was not whethor Payne was guilty 
of a crime against tho ballot, but whether 
it was the duty of the senato to mako an 
inquiry. Tho belief that corruption had 
eloctod tbo senator was hold by all tho He- 
publican newspapers ot Ohio and halt of the 
Democratic papers. Ho road tho testimony 
to show that bribery had boon used, but ad- 
mitted that it did not in tho least implicato 
Senator Payne. Thoro was abundant testi- 
mony, however, to put the Bonato on tho 
inquiry. Before tho senatorial caucus in 
Ohio, ho said, Pendloton hod n majority of 
tho Democratic legislators, but then tho 
Standard Oil company had appeared upon 
the scene and a change had como.to such 
nn extent that I'ondlotoa only got lifteou 
votes. 


A colloquy onsuod respecting testimony 


taken by the Ohio committee, and Logan 
asked Frye if ho did not know thai Mr. 
JiL-Loan ol'orod to go boforo tho committee 
to testify. 


Fryo remarked "For heaven's sake what 


is tho use of thrusting that committee's 
derelictions in my faco! They aro not on 
trial" 
Logan—It is on thtir testimony that we 


aro asked horo to act 
If they h»vo failed, 


that is not my business. Logan continued 
that McLean offered in a letter to the chair- 
tnan of tho committeo to testify at a certain 
timo, and tho committee declined to have 
him by saying tbat if they wanted him 
they -would lot him know. 
Thoy never let 


him know, 


Fryo insisted that Mi-. Oliver H. Payno, 


Mr. McLean, Mr. Thompson, Mr. Hunting- 
ton, Mr. Pttgo, and every other agent of tho 
Standard Oil company who was thoro 
should como boforo u committeo of tho 
Unltod States senate, and under oath toll 
whether or not they h< purchased this seat 
in tho senate. Fryo know tho senator* from 
Ohio, served with him in the house of repre- 
sentatives, and believed him to bo a man of 
tho strictest integrity. Tho only thing that 
had eve.- shaken hl» confidence in tho sena- 
tor from Ohio was that under that perfect 
storm ot testimony, of assertion, ot resolu- 
lutions by legislatures, conventions, com- 
mittees, and Democratic nowspapors, ho 
could content hlmsolf to sit In tlie United 
States sonato and not demand, forthwith, 
on investigation, which should show to tho 
world that his skirts -were cloar from all 
this foul stult 
Ttio romilt or tlmt investiga- 


tion, ho hoped, would relievo the senator 
from Ohio. 
If it did not, and it tho senate 


was compollod to declare tbo ssat vacant, it 
would have done the bestdood for the republic 
that had been done for a half century. 


TALK CONSUMES A DAY. 


Both JffouMin ofConE"»s Spona n Day In 


Debate* 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 23. -Tho senate 


Thursday passed bills to pay each of tho 
enlisted men of the Greoly expedition $Ti» 
in lieu of commutation, and granting to 
Sarah E. Norton, volunteer nurse during 
tbe -sror, n pon«ion of $20 per month; also 
fourteen other pension bills, including ono 
ot $M> par month to tho wife o! Sorgt 
Plunkett, ol Massachusetts. Tho conforonco 
report on tho naval appropriation bill wa§ 
agreed to, and tho Payne dobato resumed, 
Teller concluding his speech. Ho was fol- 
lowed by Sherman, who urgod with great 
earnestness that an investigation bo hold, 
which bo believed would entirely oiculpate 
I'uyno. Fryo argued on tho same side, and 
both expressed regret that Payno had not 
demanded an investigation. 
It was ar- 


ranged that a vote on tho quosticn should 
bo taken Friday, after which tho sona:e ad- 
journed. 


Tho oleomargarine bill caiuo up in tho 


bouso on Hatch reporting it back as a mat- 
tor of privilege. 
Tliis was antagonized, 


Dunn making tho point of orJor that tho 
bill was not a privileged question, and tho 
point was sustained. Committees wore then 
called for reports, and soon tho oleo bill was 
reached in the regular order on a report 
that tho senate amendments bo not con- 
curred in. Tho bill was referred to commit- 
too of tho whole, and wont to tho foot of the 
calendar, and to reach it tho rovonuo bills 
had to bo laid aside. 
In order to do this 


th» house went Into committeo, and on the 
Morrison tariff bill being reached, Morrison 
asked that it be laid uside when tho tactics 
ot the opponents of tho oloo bill were de- 
veloped. 
Dunham objected, tie objection 


had to be reported to the house, wbe.-o the 


bill was laid asiio, and tho committeo of 
the wholo rosumod its session. 
Tho next 


rovonuo bill waa tho notice of tho termina- 
tion of the Hawaiian treaty. Dunham de- 
manded its reading and then objected to 
laying it aside. In this way each bill was 
objected to, and timo was consumed until 
4 ;:M p. in., when tho bill regulating tho 
tbo manufacture ot vinegar from grain was 
reached. Tbis bill tho friends of tbo oieo 
bill debated, so that it should bo unQnishod 
business at adjournment, and a humorous 
discussion -was kept up until 0 p. m., when 
tbo house adjourned, tho vinegar bill being 
ponding!
